Renewing the 
partnership 

On March 7, Bradford West Gwillimbury Councillors 
voted to “drive our own bus... move forward with our 
process,” and pursue a lone course for a costing from 
the Ontario Provincial Police, for the provision of police 
services. Council turned down a proposal to seek a joint 
costing with the Town of Innisfil, its current partner in the 
South Simcoe Police Service. 

But on March 19, after Mayor Doug White and Town 
Manager Jay Currier met with their Innisfil counterparts, 
it was a different story. 

Rather than being “months apart,” Council was told, 
“Innisfil has adopted the same time-frame. We’re almost 
lock-step with Innisfil, as to how we are progressing,” said 
Mayor White. 

Although the OPP initially said it could take 3 months 
to provide a similar costing for the Town of Innisfil, that 
timeframe has been shortened, to possibly the end of 
April. In that case, suggested Currier, it would be better to 
work with Innisfil, “so both Councils have essentially the 
same information on hand,” especially when it comes to 
evaluating transition costs, such as severance packages 


Setting up a joint task force with Innisfil to look at 
transition, Currier said, would ensure “we’re both 
working from the same set of numbers.” And sharing an 
outside management consultant to carry out a “service by 
service” comparison of the South Simcoe Police Service 
and OPP proposals would not only save money, it would 
provide “the apples-to-apples comparison. It’s what right 
now you are lacking.” 

The Town Manager proposed a new action plan - one 
that will begin with an invitation to South Simcoe Police 
Chief Rick Beazley to make a presentation to Bradford 
West Council, on April 18. 

Currier proposed establishing a BWG-Innisfil Task 
Force, made up of staff that would include a Treasurer, 
Legal Services, Human Resources Director, “plus an 
outside employment/labour law expert” to evaluate 
operating and transition costs, and report back to Council 
on or before May 23. That report would be followed by 
a Public Open House towards the end of May, “so the

SCDSB conserves 

The Simcoe County District 
School Board is leading the 
way in energy efficiency and 
conservation, according to a 
report by Ontario’s Environmental 
Commissioner, Gord Miller. 

Miller was encouraging school 
boards to refocus money towards 
in-class education, by improving 
the energy-efficiency of schools, 
and reducing the costs of heating 
and lighting.

"By replacing windows and 
boilers, changing lights and 
improving heating and air 
conditioning equipment in just 
a third of its schools, in a 3-year 
period the Board realized a 16% 
reduction in energy usage per 
square metre, and saved more than 
$500,000 annually," Miller said. 

Miller urged the Ministry of 
Education to establish “aggressive 
energy conservation targets” - but 
also criticized the Ministry for 
refusing to release information on 
the energy efficiency of individual 
schools, which he suggested could 
assist the Boards in improving 
energy efficiency in the facilities, 
and attract private sector interest
